in two minutes after contact with the 
submarine mine, and that there was 
no time to save the crew. The acci- 
dent happened, it is said, within sight 
of Port Arthur. 


The battleship Fuji, sot the cruiser 


Asa ma, which struck tie mine on the 
port bow, bad a heavy list and was 
also down by the bow, but was. righted, 
and went off in tow of the other cruis- 
ers. It is thought impossible, how- 
ercr. that she could reach port. 


The rumor at Dalny to the effect 


that the Asama had sunk in Kerr 
Bay, probably refers to the sinking of 
the stee! cruiser Miyoka which took 
place there recently 
by coming in 


contact with a submarine mine.
